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TW Municipal Election. 


The, importance of the coming 


city election for Newport can hardly 
bo over estimated, and the necessi- 
ty of every gooti citizen taking an 
active interest in the result is In- 
creased u the importance of -the 
questions to be decided is increased. 
In the first place a mayor is'to be elect- 
ed and all go^od citizens should consider 
the question carefully and vote as they 
deem it will be for the best interests of 
the city. The most important question, 
however, 
before the electors is the 


choice of a Board of Aldermen. In 
this every, voter has an interest The 
aldermen this year are chosen'for the 
first time on a general ticket, which 
means that every voter in the city has 
the privilege of voting for tho entire 
six, and consequently a citizen of the 
first ward hag the same voice and the 
same interest in the choice of the alder- 
man resident in the fifth, or" 'any other 
ward,, that the residents of the ward in 
which the candidate resides have. In 
other words the aldermen represent the 
entire city and not the wards at all. 
The provision ~ in the bill • requiring 
members of the board to bo chosen from 
each wardj was to provide against one 
section of the,city obtaining the entire 
number. Under this 'method of elect- 
ing the aldermen the citizens of any 
ward have no more to say as to who 
shall be the alderman resident iu that 
ward than have the citizens of the 
other wards, y In otkeivwordBjthe board 
of aldermen.is to be^cupsen iii precisely 
the same danner as the members of 
tho General Assembly, -by the vote of a 
majority of ail cue electors in the city. 


In addition to the above important 


matters, the taxpayers of the city will 
bo called upon to vote upon three im- 
portant propositions for tho expendi- 
ture of money. TIic firstwill be the ap- 
propriation for buying the Haddock 
place for a city asylum; the second will 
be an additional appropriation for the 
third ward engine house; and the third 
to see if the people will continue the 
system of sewerage now begun and will 
issue bonds to the amount of one hun- 
dred and fourty-four thousand dollars 
at 3J per cent, to pay the expense. The 
following is the exact language of this 
important proposition.

Agricultural Notea and Hint. 


If plaster is sown on clover' during a 


.moist time no\v, it will greatly promote 
its growth and will forward the phut 
next spring as much or more than if 
saved till then and sown. But piaster 
is always so helpful to clover and costs 
so little that it will pay to make repent- 


, 
ed applications of it. 
: There is considerable mamirial value 
in the scattered oats and barley plowed 
under, on land intended for wheat. But 
it should be plowed early so as to be 
destroyed before the time for wheat 
sowing. To sprout this grain and thus 
insure its destruction is one of the ad- 
vantages of moist weather following 
harvest 


When oats fall down after getting 


fully id head the quality of the grain is 
not much effected, providing they have 
cool weather to fill in. 
The largest 


crops almost always fall before they are 


• ready to cut, and the principal loss is 


from the greater difficulty in harvesting 
and tlie waste of heads cut too short to 
be gathered into the bundles.
